WASHINGTON, May 28.—A com- 
promise tariff plan designed to grad- 
uate reductions of duties and de- 
signed to avoid impairing any Amer 
ican Industry,” was offered today by 
Senator Newlands as an amendment 
to the House steel bill. It proposes a 
10 per cent. reduction on January 1 
from certain duties and a further re- 
duction of 5 per cent. on January 1 
of each year for four years thereaft- 
er, until the total reduction of 30 per 
cent. shall have been made. A non- 
partisan Tariff Commission of five 
members appointed by the President, 
would determine to what products the 
. reductions should apply. 

Senator Newlands pointed out that 
both parties had promised a revision 
of the tariff, and his purpose, he said,

Wins Four Delegates-at-Large and at 
Least Ten of the District Delegations, 


Presidents Supporters Concade His Defeat in State. 
Indications Point to Even More Chicago Votes for the _ 
Third-termer and He May Have Carried the Entire 


EWARK (N. J.) May 29%.—Theo- 
N dore Roosevelt's victory in the 

New Jersey primary election i# 
conceded by the leaders of the State 
Taft organization. 

Shortly after midnight E. W. Gray, 
secretary of the Taft Business Men's 
League, said Col. Roosevelt probably 
had won the four delegates-at-large 
and also the ten district delegates 
from the counties of Essex and Hud- 
son, which comprise Newark, Jersey 
City and Hoboken, besides several 
populous suburban towns. 

Indications at 1 a.m. based on scat- 
tered returns from all parts of the 
State, were that Col. Roosevelt would 
carry three_or four other districts 
and capture at least twenty-two of 
the twenty-eight delegates thig State 
will send to the Republican National 
Convention. At that time President 
Taft appeared to be sure of only one 
of the twelve districts, with a fighting 
chance of two more. j 

Woodrow Wilson's opponents had 
to be satisfied with the strong show- 
ing they made in Essex county, the 
stronghold of former Senator James 
Smith, Jr., and former Democratic 
State Committeeman James R. Nu- 
gent. 

Indications at 1 a.m. were that 
Willson delegates had been elected for 
the State at large and in all but two 
of the districts. The Newark Star, 
which is owned by former Senator 
Smith, conceded Gov. Wilson's success 
last night, but said the opposition 
probably would elect six district dele- 
gates in Essex and Hudson counties. 
_ Any delegates elected not pledged 
to Gov. Wilson will go to. the con- 
vention uninstructed. 

The official count in the 1799 elec. 
tion districts of the State accumu- 
lates slowly. The 315 districts that 
reported first on the votes for dele+ 
gates-adt-large gave no indication of 
the actual results of the primaries. 
The figures on these districts, little 
more than a sixth of the total, were: 

Taft, 9220; Roosevelt, 10,150; La 
Follette, 315. | 

Figures on the Presidential pref- 
erence vote were practically the 
same. At the same time Borden D. 
Whiting, chairman of the Republic- 
an Progressive League, estimated 
Col. Roosevelt's plurality in the whete 
State at 12,000. 

“I believe,” he “that Col. 
Roosevelt will have every one of the 
twenty-eight delegates elected in this 
State.” 

He declared that the Sixth Con- 
gress District was the only one about 
which he had any doubt, and he felt 
practically certain that this also 
would go to Roosevelt.

PEKING (China) May 28.—The 
feeling is gaining ground among the 
Chinese that the International Bank- 
ers demands are too great. The en- 
tire Chinese press violently opposes 
the foreign loan, holding that the 
supervision demanded by the bankers 
is a disgrace and dangerous to China's 
sovereignty. 
The opposition to the foreign loan 
is rapidly taking the form of a great 
wave of patriotism. It ig affecting 
all classes and is unparalleled in Chi- 
nese history. Officials agree to re- 
ceive salaries barely sufficient for 
livelihood. Meetings are held in all 
the large cities and speeches are made 
exhorting the citizens to contribute to 
a national fund. The chambers of 
commerce in various cities receive 
subscriptions and heavy canvassing is 
going on. Men are giving jewelry to 
the cause and women's boys and 
girls’ funds have been started. Some 
eclities are raising funds by means of 
bazaars and exhibitions. 

In Hang Chow members of the 
military staff contributed 30 per cent. 
of their salaries; in Honan the offi- 
cers have agreed to accept half pay, 
while in Wu Chang the soldiers have 
decided to receive only three Mexican 
dollars ($1.56) a month. Thousands of 
soldiers in every province have agreed 
to take half par 

Despite the enthusiasm, the au- 
thorities doubt the people's ability to 
raise a sum sufficient for the ecoun- 
try’s needs. Yet the movement is 
highly significant. It shows that the 

Chinese are no longer indifferent to 
their nation's wants, and thus it 
marks the beginning of a new era of 
patriotism, which may make China 
a world power like Japan.

Famous Archbald Letter. 


Dee of His Facile Pen. 


Says Letter Was Practically 
Dictated by His Chief.

WASHINGTON, May 28.—John L. 
Saeger, counsel for the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western Railway,

The inquiry thus set on 
foot at once disclosed ths faci that 
the Titanic had sunk. Had assistance 
been promptly proffered, or had the 
wireless operator of the Californian 
remained a few minutes longer at his 
post on Sunday evening, that ship 
might have had the proud distinction 
of saving the lives of the passengers 
and crew of the Titanic.” 

The committee believes many more 
lives could have been saved had the. 
survivors been concentrated in a few 
lifeboats and had the boats thus ro- 
leased returned to the wreckage for 
others. 

The only mention of J. Bruce Is- 
May occurs in a review of the mess- 
ages to the White Star offices in New 
York reporting the disaster. The first 
official information, the committee 
Says, was the message from Capt. 
Haddock of the Olympic, received at 
the White Star line offices at 6:16 p.m., 
Monday, April 16. Attention is called 
to the fact that in the face of this 
information a message reporting the 
Titanic ‘being towed to Halifax was 
sent to Representative J. A. Hughes 
at Huntington, W. Va., at 7:51 p.m., 
that day. The message was delivered 
to the Western Union office in the 
same building as the White Star ling 
offices. 

REPREHENSIBLE CONDUCT. 

"Whoever sent this message,” says 
the report, “under the circumstances 
is guilty of the most reprehensible 


The committee does not believe the

should be stopped. 

It is recommended that all ships 
carrying more than 100 passengers 
have two searchlights; that a revision 
be made of steamship inspection laws 
of foreign countries to the standard 
proposed in the United States; that 
every ship be required to carry suf- 
ficient lifeboats for all passengers and 
crews; that the use of wireless be 
regulated to prevent its use by ama- 
teurs, and that all ships have a wire- 
less operator on duty constantly. 

Detailed recommendations are made 
as to water-tight bulkheads construc- 
tion on ocean-going ships. Bulkheads 
should be so spaced that any two ad- 
jacent compartments of a ship might 
be flooded without sinking. Trans- 
verse bulkheads forward and abaft 
the machinery should be continued 
water-tight to the uppermost contin- 
uous structural deck, and this deck 
should be fitted water-tight, the re- 
port says. 

The committee deems the course 
followed by Capt. Rostrom of the Car- 
pathia as deserving of the highest 
praise and worthy of especial recog- 
nition. His detailed instructions is- 
sued in anticipation of the rescue of 
the Titanic were “a marvel of syste- 
mfatic preparation and completeness, 
evincing such solicitude as call for 
the highest commendation.”

PASSENGERS NOT WARNED. 

Passengers were not advised of 
danger, although President Ismay of 
the White Star Line, who was tak- 
ing the vessel's maiden voyage, was 
informed. No general alarm was giv- 
én nor any organized system of safe- 
ty undertaken.

NEEDLESS SACRIFICE. 
“When the crisis came a state of 
absolute unpreparedness  stupefied 
both passengers and crew and, in their 
Gespair, the ship went down, carrying 
as needless a sacrifice of noble women 
and brave men as ever clustered about 
the Judgment seat in any single mo- 
Ment of passing time. 

“We shall leave to the honest judg- 
ment of England its painstaking chas- 
tisement of the British Board of 


Trade, to whose laxity of regulation 


and inspection the world is 
largely indebted for this awful fatal- 
ity. contributing causes there 
were very many. In the face of 
warning signals, speed was increased 
and messages of danger seemed to 
stimulate her to action rather than to 
persuade her to fear. 

“The Titanic rushed onward on her 
true course—one recognized as appro- 
priate and agreed upon by mariners 
as the international highway for 
westbound vessels, yet dangerous at 
this season of the year, when the 
Labrador current may be bearing 
Vast masses of ice across the track 
of ships. Scores of these towering 
glaciers planted themselves in the 
very pathway of this ship and were 
so large and so numerous that. in the 
absence of fog, they should have been 
easily discernible by the lookout, if, 
es he says in his testimony, he had 
been supplied with glasses. 

“Capt. Smith knew the sea. and his 
Glear eye and steady hand had often 
guided his ship through dangerous 
paths; for forty years storms sought 
in vain to vex him or menace his 
craft. His indifference to danger was 
one of the direct and contributing 
causes of this unnecessary tragedy, 
while his own willingness to die was 
the expiating evidence of his fitness 
to live. Those of us who knew him 
well—not in anger, but in sorrow 
file One specific charge against him: 
overconfidence and neglect to heed 
the oft-repeated warnings of his 
friends. But. in his horrible dismay, 
when his brain was afire with hon- 
est retribution, we can still see, in 
his manly bearing and his tender 
solicitude for the safety of women and 


little children, some traces of his 


lofty spirit. 

INDIFFERENCE 18 PUZZLING 

“The mysery of his indifferenco to 
danger, when other and less preten- 
tious vessels doubled their lookout or 
stopped their engines, find no rea- 
sonable hypothesis in conjecture or 
speculation. Science in shipbuilding 
Was supposed to have attained per- 
fection and to have spoken her last 
word; mastery of the ocean had at 
last been achieved; but overconfidence 
seems to have dulled the faculties us- 
ually so alert. With the atmosphere 
literaily charged with warning sig- 
nals, and wireless messages register- 
ing their last appeal, the stokers in 
the engine room fed their fires with 
fresh fuel, registering in that danger- 
ous place her fastest speed. 

“Nature gave a warning of ap- 
‘proaching peril so significant that 
passengers in stateroom and steer- 
age shut out the chill and spoke to 
one another of the sudden cold. Sail- 
ors off the Grand Banks know the 
importance of the thermometer, which 
is almost as necessary to their safety 
as is the compass. Even the quarter- 
master, Hichens, who regularly took 
the temperature of the water from 
the sea, said: ‘It suddenly became bit- 
ter cold,“ and added that the first 
order received by him from Second 
Officer Lightoller at 8 o'clock Sunday 
evening was ‘to take his compliments 
down to the ship's carpenter and in- 
form him to look to his fresh water. 
that it was about to freeze.“ 

Senator Smith declared that the 
command of the officer of the watch 
to avert the disaster, actually ex- 
posed the most vulnumerable part of 
the Titanic to the ice when the shock 
came. 
DISTRACTED BY DANGER. 


“Distracted by the sudden appear- 
ance of danger,” said the speaker, 
“he sharply turned aside the prow, 
the part best prepared to resist col- 
lision, exposing the temple to the 
blow. At the turn of the bilge, the 
steel encasement yielded to a glancing 
blow so slight that the impact was 
not felt in many parts of the ship, 
although representing an energy of 
more than a million foot tons, said to 
be the equivalent of the combined 
broadsides of twenty of the largest 
guns in our battleship fleet fired at 
the same moment, with a blow so 
deadly, many of the passengers and 


lision until tardily advised of the 
danger by anxious friends, and even 
then official statements were clothed 
in such confident assurances of safety 
as to arouse no fear.” 

Senator Smith said the awful force 
ot the impact must have indicated to 
master and builder that the ship was 
doomed. He commented caustically 
upon the failure of the ship's officers 
immediately to give general alarm or 
to establish some orderly routine. 
Concerning the conduct of the ship's 
officers he said: 

“Haphazard, they rushed by one 
another, on staircase and in hallway, 
while men of self-control gathered 
here and there about the decks, help- 
lessly staring at one another or giv- 
ing encouragement to those less 
courageous than themselves. Lite- 
belts were finally adjusted to all and 


the lifeboats were cleared away, and 


although strangely insufficient in 
number, were only partially loaded, 
and in ail instances unprovided with 
compasses and only three of them had 
lamps. They were manned so badly 
that, in the absence of prompt relief, 
they would have fallen easy victinis 
to the advancing ice floe, nearly th'r- 
ty miles in width and rising sixteen 
feet above the surface of the water. 
Their danger would have been as 
great as if they. had remained on the 
deck of the broken huil, and if the 
sea had risen these toy targets with 
over 700 exhausted people would have 
been heiplessiy tossed about upon the 
waves without food or water. 
LACK OF DISCIPLINE. 

„One witness swore that two of the 

ree stewards in her boat admitted 
that they had never had an oar in 
their hands before and did not even 
know what the oarlock was for. The 
lifeboats were filled so indifferently 
and lowered so quickly that, accord- 
ing to the uncontradicted evidence, 
nearly 500 people were needlessly sac- 
rificed to want of orddrly discipline in 
loading the few that were provided. 
And yet it is said by some well- 
meaning persons that the best of dis- 
cipline prevailed. If this is discipline, 
what would have been disorder? 

“Among the passengers were mony 
strong men who had been accustomed 
to command, whose lives had marked 
every avenue of endeavor, and whose 
business — and military 
training especially fitted them for such 
an emergency. These were rudely si- 
lenced and forbidden to speak, as waa 
the president of this company, by ju- 
nior officers, a few of whom, I regret 
to say, availed themselves of the first 
opportunity to leave the ship. Some 
of the men, to whom had been in- 
structed the care of passengers, never 
reported to their official stations, and

sible to believe. And some of these 
men say they ‘laid by’ in their par- 
tially-filled lifeboats and listened to 
the cries of distress ‘until the noise 
quieted down’ and surveyed from a 
safe distance the unselfish men and 
women and faithful fellow officers and 
seamen, whose heroism lightens up 
this tragedy and recalls the noblest 
traditions of the sea.” 
TRIBUTES TO VALOR. 

Tributes to the valor of Phillips 
and Bride, the wireless operators on 
the Titanic, wefe paid by Senator 
Smith. He said that the final exit of 
the Phillips boy was “not so swift as 
to prevent him from pausing long 
enough to pass a cup of water to a 
fainting woman.” The Senator showed 
that had not the underpaid wireless 
operator on the Carpathia prepared 
for bed with his receiver still on his 
head, the Titanic’s distress signals 
never would have been received by 
the rescue ship. 

“When the world weeps together 
over a common loss,“ said Senator 
Smith, “all nations should take 
ateps wisely to regulate wireless 
telegraphy and see that operators 
are fairly paid.” He condemned the 
“reign of silence’ concerning the de- 
tails of the disaster. 

In condemning the fallure of the 
Californian to learn all about the 
disaster before the Titanic sank. and 
go to her rescue, Senator Smith sajd: 

The steamship Californian was 


nearly four hours after all the facts 
were known to Operator Cottam. 
The captain of the Carpathia says he 
gave explicit directions that all offi- 
cial messages should be immediate- 
ly sent through other ships, and 
messages of passengers should be 
given preference. According to 
Binns, the inspector, the apparatus 
en the Californian was practically 
new and easily tuned to carry every 
detail of that calamity to the coast 
stations at Cape Sable and Cape 
Race, and should have done 80. 

“The course taken was singularly 
in accord with the reticence of the 
officials of the White Star Company, 
who knew at 2:30 Monday morning,” 
said the Senator, “what was sup- 
posed to have occurred, and yet, at 
7:51 Monday evening a message 
from their own office, officially 
signed, containing the positive assur- 
ance of the safety of the passengers, 
Was sent to a half-crazed father at 
Huntington, W. Va., nearly two 
hours after their admitted familiar- 
ity with the details of the disaster. 
It is little wonder that we have not 
been able to fix with definiteness the 
author of this falsehood.” 

Senator Smith reviewed the testi- 
mony of Capt. Lord, showing that 
the Californian came within four 
miles of the doomed vessel and that 
he went to his room to lie down 
while signal rockets were being fired. 
The Senator said: 

“Contrast, if you will, the conduct 
of the captain of the Carpathia in 
this emergency and imagine what 
must be the consolation of that 
thoughtful and sympathetic mariner, 
who rescued the shipwreck and left 
the people of the world his debtor 
as his ship sailed for distant seas 4 
few days ago. By his utter self-ef- 
facement and his own indifference to 
peril, by his promptness and his 
knightly sympathy, he rendered @ 

t service to humanity. He should 

made to realize the debt of grati- 
tude this nation owes to him, while 
the book of good deeds. which has so 
often been familiar with his unaf- 
fected valor, would henceforth carry 
the hame of Capt. Rostrom to the re- 
motest period of time. 

RULES OF ACTION REQUIRED. 

“The lessons of this hour,” said 
Senator Smith in conclusion, “are, in- 
deed. fruitiess and its precepts ill- 
conceived if rules of action do not 
follow hard upon the day of reckon- 
ing. Obsolete and antiquated ship- 
ping laws should no longer encum- 
ber the parliamentary records of any 
government, and overripe administra- 
tive boards should be pruned of dead 
branches and less sterile precepts 
taught and applied.“ 

Senator Smith recommended that 
lanes of travel should be more carer 
fully defined, strength of ships’ bows 
increased, life-saving equipment bet- 
tered, and discipline and practice 
made an exaction. He said buoys 
should be carried to mark temporarily 
the place of the ship’s burial in cage 


calling already demoralized and 
decadent. 

„Rut 10 per cent. of the men before 
the mast in our merchant marine are 
natives or naturalized Americans,” he 
said. “Even England, that twenty 
years ago had barely 7000 Orientals 
on her merchant ships, now carries 
over 70,000 of that alien race. Ameri- 
cans must re-enlist in this service. 
They must become the soldiers of the 
sea, and, whether in the lookout, on 
the deck or at the wheel, whether 
able or common seamen, they should 
be better paid for their labor and 
more highly honored in their calling; 
their rights must be respected, and 
their work carefully performed; 
harsh and severe restraining statutes 
must be repealed, and a new dignity 
given this important field of labor.

Mutton and wool are the only products 
Australia can boast, and this because her 
whole country is one vast pasture for 
sheep-—no factories, no skilled mechanics, 
no expensive machinery needed and pre- 
cious few towns to obstruct the sheep run. 


TRON INDUSTRY. 

The approaching completion of the 
Panama Canal is having its effect upon 
industrial development in various ways. 
Since January 1 orders for 110 steam- 
ships of various classes have been placed 
with American shipyards. One hundred

WOMEN’S WORK, 
_ WOMEN'S CLUBS. 


By Sidney Ford. 

Charles Lincoln Edwards, Ph. D., 
of the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia, held the close and interested 
attention of as many women as could 
crowd into the auditorium of Ebel 
clubhouse Monday afternoon, when 
he told, in an extremely entertain- 
ing manner, of the wonders of the 
ocean—its fishes and its 
plants and sea life. 

Dr. Edwards is an authority on 
this subject, as well as zoology, 
end all that has to do with animal 
life. In recognition of this he has 
been asked by the park commisston- 
ers to take charge of the zoological 
gardens to be installed in Griffith 
Park. In the most fascinating fash- 
jon he told the club women, in lan- 
guage stripped of technicalities, of 
the wonderful apparatus provided 
for searching the floor of the ocean 
—of the submarine “apartment- 
houses, which are let down into the 
deep, where the creatures of the sea 
are enticed into this cleverly-con- 
trived cage by foods, specially adapt- 
ed to the appetite t the various 
specimens. The inhabitants of the 
deep float gaily in at the wide-open 
doors, nose around and select tho 
apartment that suits them best-——but 
after they have satisfied their ap- 
petites, and seek the wide sea again, 
behold—the door is shut and they 
are prisoners. The “apartmient- 
house is then hauled up by means 
of the cables connecting it with the 
ship above and there is a handsome 
contribution for the aquarium. 

The above invention, by the way, 
is that of the Prince of Monaco— 
who established such splendid 
aquariums, and it is interesting to 
know that just pow the royal aquari- 
um at Antwerp is planning to trans- 
plant some of our wonderful marine 


specimens in Catalina waters, to in- 
habit the marine gardens off the 
principality of Monaco. 


. Béwards called attention to 
the fact that the United States was 
the first country to build a scien- 
tifically equipped ship for the pur 
pose of exploring the deep sea-—the 
Albatross—which was built under 
the direction of Alexander Agassiz, 
who made those remarkable observa- 
tions in the South Pacific, among 
the coral islands. Then he told about 
that wonderful invention--the hy- 
droscope—which is in reality, a sub- 
marine telescope, by means of which 
the explorer can stand on the deck 
of a steamer and inspect the bot- 
tom of the ocean through this in- 
strument. The submarine boat on 
wheels, which goes along like an 
automobile, was touched upon and 
| pictures of all these, as well as of 
the interesting and beautiful forms 
of sea life, were thrown on the 


screen. 
- Beginning with the sponges and 
jeh fish, the star fish and sea eu- 
curnbers——presently there were swim- 
ming over that canvas all the splen- 
did specimens of sea life. The head- 
light fish was perhaps most attrac- 
tive and wonderful, with his great 
hosphorescent headlight illuminat- 
— the way and attracting the small 
fry toward him. When they get 
within close range and are headed 
in an exact line for his cavernous 
jaws, which are wide open, the head- 
light is suddenly turned off and the 
poor little victims quite unconscious- 
ly float on right into the mouth of 
the big fish, and so, Jonah-like, to 
his interior apartments. So we sare, 
that in the sealife of fishes, as well 
as in the financial circ! of hu- 
mans, the big fish swallow the iittle 
ones, who are lured by the brighs 

ht of hope. 
mae the rate that deep-sea explo- 
ration is progressing We may soon 
see marine farming go on.“ observed 
Dr. Edwards, “when the sea farmer 
will raise abelones for food and 
pearis for raiment.”

SOTHERN AND MARLOWE TO 


YEARS HENCE. 


DIRECT WIRE TO THE 


LEVELAND (o May 28.—{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.}] FE. H. Sothern 
and Julia Marlowe announced to- 
day that after two more seasons they 
would retire permariently from the 


stage. For some time it has been the 
purpose ofthese most successful of.
